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REMARKS 

In response to the above-noted Office Action, Applicant has amended claims 1-3. 
Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of Claims 1-2 and 10 under 35 USC 102 is 
requested in lieu of such amendment and the following discussion. 

In the Action, the Examiner objected to the title and requested a new title that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. In this connection, Applicant notes 
that the claims are all directed to a semiconductor device. Since the title reads "Semiconductor 
Device", Applicant is unclear as to the nature of the change being requested by the Examiner. 
Accordingly, a request for clarification of the objection to the title is requested. 

Claims 1-2 and 10 are rejected under 35 USC 102(a) as being anticipated by Zerbe et al. 
The Examiner has noted that claims 3-9 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims, the Examiner noting 
that the prior art does not disclose a receiver which includes a current mirror and latch block as 
set forth in claim 3. In this connection, Applicant has amended claim 1 to incorporate the current 
block and latch block limitations of claim 3. The functional language "a swing range of a data 
bus voltage in response to the appearing current . . has been moved from claim 1 to claim 3. 
In this connection, Applicant submits that claim 1, as now amended, contains the operative 
limitations of claim 3, and, therefore is in condition for allowance for the reasons indicated in the 
Action. 

In view of the foregoing amendment and response, Applicant submits that the claims 
pending for examination, namely Claims 1-9 are in condition for allowance, which early action is 
requested.
